Reports from Callao — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — Status of 
plague in Peru — Plague at Callao — Smallpox at Lima — Plague at 
Iguique, Chile. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Gutierrez reports, February 18: 

During the week ended February 6, 4 vessels were fumigated. 
They carried an aggregate personnel of 170 in the crew, and 97 cabin 
and 53 steerage passengers. One member of the crew from the 
British steamship Coya died at Callao from plague. , 

During the week ended February 13 bills of health were granted 
to 10 vessels of the United States Pacific fleet and 2 merchant 
vessels; the former were passed on statement of their medical officers 
and the latter fumigated prior to sailing. The merchant vessels 
carried an aggregate personnel of 113 in the crew, and 63 cabin and 
52 steerage passengers.
